Every Clergyman who Acts the Part of a Faithful 
Monitor, will lay every Man's Faults candidly and im- 
partially before his View, and ſhew him, in the Mir- 
rour of GOD's Word, how odious and abominable they 
appear. But if a Sinner is obſtinately bent to do Evil, 
as in the firſt place, he labours to ſtifle the Whiſpers of 
his Conſcience, ſo it is natural to imagine, that he will 
never bear ſuch an hateful Object in his View, as a 
conſtant Remembrancer of his Miſdoing; or (if he be ſtill 
ſo troubleſome to purſue and haunt him) he will either 
contrive by all pothble Methods to affront and grieve 
him, or by unjuſt Contumelies and Vexations, to wound 
his Character, and make his Life as uneaſie as he can. 
This is the Lot of GOD's Meſſengers, even the very 
beſt of them. Of Falſe Prophets, (who have 
Yer. 6. healed I the Hut of the Daughter of GOD's 
i People ſlightly, Saying PEACE, PEACE, when 
there is no PEACE) there is not the like Danger. For

| ale, 
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eaſe, in ſinful Security, have a goed Hazard, that thoſe 
very Arms ſhall be ſome Time or other ſtretched out for 
their Patronage and Protection. But let not any of us, 
for any Conſideration of Worldly Intereſt or Advantage, 
Proſtitute our ſacred, Function to ſuch abject Flattery, 
and Time ſerving Doctrines; ſince even Balam him- 
ſelf, who: loved & the Wages of Unrighteouſneſs 5 per.. 15. 
in his Heart, and was invited by Balak, King oy 
of Moab, to come unto. him, and ſay as he dictated, 
upon a Promiſe to be promoted unto very Great 
Honour; yet being reſtrained, by, GOD, IN. 22. 15. 
from his intended Purpoſe, made, this Anſwer, worthy 
the beſt, and moſt faithful Ambaſſador. of Chrift,

Hearts*of the Simple. © And therefore, the kindeſt Office 
they can do to themſelves, and the greateſt Charity and 
Compaſſion they can ſhew to their Brethren, would be, 


with one Heart ad Voice to labour in their ſeveral Sta- 


tions, that the good and wholeſome Laws which are now 
in Force, againſt ſuch Falſe Teachers and Seducers, ſhould 
be put into immediate Execution; by which, I will ven- 
ture to ſay, Popery will in a few Years loſe more Ground 

than it has hitherto gained by their Suſpenſion. © 
And this T ſhall further prove, is not only the beſt Me- 
thod to promote the True Religion eſtabliſped among? us; 
bat alfo to ſupport the Proteſtant Succeſſion in the illuſtrious 
Houſe of Hanover ; which is only to be maintained by 
fuch Proteſtants. who have 2 and willinghy abjured the 
Intereſts of a Popiſh Pretender. And it muſt appear moſt 
inconſiſtent, to magnify the late Revolution, for the De- 
Iiverance we had from PoPERY and SLAVERY; and yet 
in the Reign of a PROTESTANT KI N d (under whoſe 
auſpicious Conduct and Protection, we promiſed to our 
ſelves the full and free Enjoyment of our Religion, Liber- 
ties and Properties) run into that Danger we took ſo much 
Pains, - and ſpent ſo much Blood and Treaſure to avoid. 
And were it true, that any of the Papiſts (his Majeſty's 
profeſſed Adverſaries) could be engaged, or mollzfied by 
ſuch a Conceſſion, yet it is certain, a Tolerat ion of Pope- 
1}, 
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y would ſtrike ſuch a Damp and Terror into the Hearts 
of his Majeſty's beſt Proteſtant Subjects, that he would 
ſuffer more in the Loſs of the Affections of his People 
one way, than he could poſſibly gain by the other, 
Neither would this Damp affect the People of Ireland 
only; but extend even into Great-Britain too, leſt they 
ſhould ſome time or other be involved in the ſame Pan- 
er.

The Church ſeeing her Friends neglected, and her 
Enemies gratified, would then be reduced to her Old

Whether this be not a Doctrine prejudicial to the civil 
State, by which, even CATHOLICK PRINCES are 2 
much expoſed to Danger, as others: And whether a Re- 
ligion which dictates ſuch pernicious Poſitions as theſe, 
by which it is impoſſible to have any Government at all, 
or even moral Honeſty, but by the Direction of the Court 
of Rome, ought to be publickly tolerated, or rather in 
tirely ſuppreſs'd? is humbly ſubmitted to all good 
Subjects, but eſpecially ſuch as have any Regard to the 
Proteſtant Intereſt of this Kingdom. 
Secondly, The Church of Rome teaches Doctrines, which 
in many Particulars, are deſtructive of civil Society. It 
being publickly taught by their greateſt Doctors, that 
it is lawful to tell a Lye, to conceal their Name, and tell a 
falſe one; aid to evade or elude all Examinations of the Ci- 
vil Magirate, as abundantly appears by the Behaviour 
of the Engliſh Prieſts, in the times of Queen Elizabeth, 
King James and King Charles the fr. EMONERIUS 
wrote in Defence of this Practice. And Father Barnes 
who wrote a Book againſt Lying and Equivocating, was 
ſuſpected for an Heretick, and ſmarted ſeverely for da- 
ring to tell the Truth. YON ITS,

makes GOD angry, nor puts a Man out of the State of

ſomething too nice in the Reſolution of the like Caſe, in 
the fifteenth Pſalm: That a good Man ought to keep 
his Word and Promiſe, though it were to his own Hin- 
drance.

But by the Doctrine of the Church of Rome, Men may 
break their Promiſes, ' not only to Hereticks, but to 
Friends alſo, if the Pope gives them Leave. For it is a 
publick and avow'd Doctrine, that, * If a Man hath 
taken an Oath of a thing lawful and honeſt, and in 
£ his Power, yet if it hinders him from doing a greater 
Good, the Pope can diſpence with his Oath, and take 
off the Obligation.”

Since (as Moſco- 
27us tells us, in his Books of. the Majefty of the Militant 
Church) the Pope can; diſpence SUPRA JUS, CONTRA 
JUS, i. e. above and againſt all Law and Right; for the 
Pope's Tribunal and GOD's are but one; and therefore 
every reaſonable Creature is ſubject to the Pope's. Em- 
pire, according to the ſame Author: An Inſtance of 
Which, we have in the Grant of Divorces for Marriages 
in the fourth Degree; and of Diſpenſations to marry in 
the ſecond.

And as the Pope, by his Diſpenſations, undertakes to 
Diſſolve the Ordinances of GOD; ſo likewiſe, the moſt 
folemn Contracts of Men, two memorable Inſtances of 
which, we have in the Burning of ohn Hus, and Ferome 
of Prague, by the Pope, and the Council of ConfFance, in 
manifeſt Violation of Publick Faith, and ſafe Conduct 
granted. And in Pope Clement the VIIth, who diſpenſed 
with the Oath which Francis the firſt of France ſolemn- 
ly ſwore to the Emperor Charles the Vth, after the Bat- 

tle of Pavia, and gave him leave to be perjured. _ 
Now, if it be duly. conſidered, what Influence theſe 
Doctrines have upon Societies and Communities, it will 
eaſily appear to all Men of Senſe, that ſuch a Religion 
as this, ought rather to be ſuppreſſed, than tolerated : For, 
they by this Means, legitimate adulterous and inceſtuous 
Marriages, and diſannul lawful Contracts. They give 
Leave to a Perſon in the State of Matrimony, to break ſo 
his, or her Promiſe and Vow, and to Children, to diſobey h:

Whereas, the Diſſenters from the 
Settlement in Holland, were at firſt rather Strangers than 
Natives; Engliſh, French and High-Dutch that flowed in- 
to them, upon their general Revolt from the Church of 
Rome e Lutherans and Anabaptiſts out of Germany, Calvin- 
its out of France, Separatiſts and Independants out of En- 
gland, all which were entertained, niore out of Regard 
to Policy than Conſcience, their Buſineſs being at that time 
to ſhake off the Yoke of Spain, and change the Govern- 
ment; to which end theſe ſeveral Parties contributed 
effectually, by preparing the People for the intended 
Alteration, and inuring them to new Principles, both of 
Religion and State: And conſequently (having all con- 
curred to erect a new Plan of Government) were to be 
indulged in their ſeveral Opinions of Religion, that they 
might {ill labour to ſupport the Fabrick they had
